text from which it was extracted: 

producing i ntorproting tho froo toxt to prodt i c o a set of construed data of said multi-dimensional 
relational facts ref l ecting ot loaot ono relational fact oonvoyod i n tho froo t e xt , each construed datum 
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relatable to a data tuplo of the structured data from the same data record that the free text originated from;

integrating the produced data with the d a t a tuplos of th e structured data on computer-readable 
storage media.

the particular free text is found;

data tup l es of th e structured data; 

using linguistic information contained In the free text to extract multi-dimensional relational facts from 
the free text, each multi-dimensional relational fact including a plurality of attribut es concerning the free 
text; 

i nt e rpr e ting th e froo text to produc e a s e t of con s trued data r e fl e cting at le ast on e relational fact 
convoyed in tho fr ee t ext, e ach construed datum r ela tab le to o data tup l o of tho structured d a t a ; and 

producing a set of construed data of said multi-dimensional relational facts, each construed datum 
relatable to structured data from the same data record that the free text orig inated from: and 

integrating the produced data with the data tuples of the structured data.

original free text from which relational facts were extracted f or constru e d dat a. . 

Claim 25 (new) 25. A computer program comprising executab le instructions to perform 
the functions of: 

accessing a database on computer-readable storage media containing records of mixed 
structured and unstructured data, the unstructured data including fre e text that has information 
related to the structured data. 

using linguistic information contained in the free text to extract multi-d imensional relational 
facts from the free text, the relational facts relatin g to the structured data. 
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produ cing a set of construed data from said multi-dimensional relational facts, and 
integrating said construed data with said structured data and storing it on computer- 
readable storage media. 
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
